The 28 items breaking down the total 
situation contain much material for thought and action. 

The bigness of the task before the Christian church may easily 
set up an inertia that would be all but fatal. It is rather easjr to 
fall into the habit of thinking "there is nothing we can do about it." 

Co-ordination and co-operation are extremely essential just now. 

A few sentences from a letter written to me just recently by our BSC 
Ex. Sec. M. R. Zigler strike me as quite important. "We need a group, 
of people giving a lot of time to the etud 3 r of pacifist techniques, 
disciplines, and resources essential to the pacifist way of life. I 
think the Brethren Church used to have thea© disciplines. We have 
thrown away the disciplines. Therefore we have not been able to hold 
our constinuency. The soldierAs life is a vexy sacrificial life and 
requires a, tremendous amount of disciplining. Likewise the pacifist 
will never get anywhere without discipline, not only for wartime, but 
also for peacetime, when sacrifices will count for most." 

If those who believe in the pacifist way of life, regardless of 
denominational affiliation, could form.a close fellowship for study 
and action, the cause would be more aggressive for that fellowship. 

I would appreciate it if you would head up such a movement. We could 
probably have groups ofi interested people meeting all up and down the 
Coast.

Dear Dr. Page: 


Many of our young people have recently professed interest in the problems of 
Post-War Rehabilitation, others in the racial issue now before the Democracies 
as a live issue, and still others in the problem of ridding our populace of revenge 
and hatred which now seems more evident than every before# We have just begun 
a series entitled "We Are Americans All” which has gained much attention and interest. 
Later on in the Fall we wish to plan a series specifically tackling the problems 
of this post-war world and the ways we must go about solving them, now and then. 

At a cabinet meeting of our youth the other day we began talking about the 
future program. Out of the discussion came two suggestions upon which I was asked 
to act# I told them I would do my beat. One was the proposal that on September 
ISth, Sunday, we/ should have two meetings here in Pasadena* one at the negro church, 
Scott Chapel, with Rev. Robert Hill, Carl Downs 1 successor, in charge and the other 
more specifically a youth meeting at the First Methodist Church in the evening 
with the Youth Forum of Life here as host to the youth of Scott Chapel, 8oattergood 
Club, and several other youth groups in the surrounding churches. The afternoon 
meeting would be predominantly for the adults. I have since spoken with Robert 
Hill and he is enthusiastic about the procedure. 

It was suggested that possibly you would be free to come to Pasadena after 
your days at Radford and speak at both meetings with some time left for discussion. 
Perhaps a subject entitled ”The Spiritual Bases for a Democracy” or perhaps a 
discussion based on the racial issues facing all nations now and in the future 
would be good subjects to present. You could no doubt give us subjects of your 
own which would be even better. 

The afternoon meeting on the 12th would begin at 4 P.M. in the Scott Methodist 
Church. The Youth Forum in the evening would begin at seven o 1 clock at First 
Church in Wesley Hall or the Chapel. 

In addition to the above request I am mentioning another while writing to you 
this way. Fritz Kunkel will be with us for six consecutive Sundays beginning Sept. 
26th and then we wish to begin six more Sundays of Post-War Discussion. The problems 
of rehabilitation, making a peace, adjustments of government and civilians, also 
discharged soldiers, etc. will be among the things we will want to discuss, plus of 
course economic, social and political problems of even a more enlightening nature. 
Would it be possible for you to be one of the speakers some Sunday evening between 
November? and December 12th inclusive. You choose the Sunday if you can ocme for 
we have just begun planning and securing the speakers for this series. It looks 
asif it will be very well attended, for now we are experiencing very good groups 
for discussions. 

If you can help us out on any of the programs I have briefly outlined to you, 
let me know at your earliest convenience. I am only a poor spokesman for a group 


of negro and^ white youth. We^l be seeing you at Radford!

Your proposal for a series of spiritual retreats looks very interesting 
and significant. Personally 1 should very much like to share in one of these 
and am hoping that it may work out so that I can. 

With regard to the possibility of holding one of these at Conference Point 
Camp, here is the situation, ■'■he camp does not open until a week beginning 
June 11. It is probably impossible to open it earlier than that since the man¬ 
ager is a high school teacher and quite a number of his staff are teachers who 
are not out of school until that date. The activity of the first week from June 
11 to 17 is a girls athletic group which does not by any means occupyfhe grounds 
up to capacity and with which I think a spiritual retreat could tsery]|De held since 
the retreat also would be a comparatively small group. There is only one problem 
in that connection. It looks now as though we would try to move the Council 
Secretaries’ meeting which is held annually at Lake Geneva back one week earlier, 
holding it next year, June 19 to £4. This has not been finally decided but it is 
probable. We are doing this because we have been meeting parallel with a young 
people’s group one week later and that young people’s group is very anxious to 
have the entire grounds for themselves since both they and Secretaries’ meeting 
last year had to put on limited enrollments to get within the accommodations, 
available. ^he Secretaries also want exclusive use of the grounds since their 
meeting is growing and consequently the proposal that the Secretaries' meeting 
move back to June 19 to £4. 

But that move will crowd out a Unitarian Conference.which has had that week 
and it is quite possible that they will want to go baclqinto the preceding week. 

If that happens, I am not sure there would be congenial;;accommodations for a 
spiritual retreat the first week which I have suggested. Any later week is 
completely preoccupied in the program and it would be impossible.

There are three areas of especial consideration in our Student Christian Move¬ 
ment this year: (l) Rediscover, Make Our Own and Share the Essential of the 
Christian Faithj (2) Take Responsibility for Needed Changes in Community Lifej 
(3) Act on the Conviction That the Human Family Can Yet Be One. 

In Southern California, we have had conferences in the first two areas this 
year and now turn ourself to a conference especially directed toward an awaken¬ 
ing concern and giving real facts and convictions upon ways to act upon the con¬ 
viction that the world may yet be one. 

I’m enclosing a copy of the publicity which was given out at the Race Workshop 
to some 200 people attending that conference last Saturday. It will be a little 
more difficult to elicit quite the support for this conference, but we will 
make every attempt to do so and hoping for a most significant day. 

As you see, we are counting on you to lead the worship service at 10:00 a.m. 
suggesting barely the title - "One God — One World"* It expresses both Bruce 
but in no way ties you to any special line of approach to the worship 
service. Last week, vie had student-led worship which is always helpful to the 
students preparing it and in some respects to the group as a whole, but at 
this conference we are very eager to have the worship planned by one of the 
leaders and devote at least a half hour to it. 

Dr. Kotschnig is supposed to be arriving the day before if his plane priorities 
are not cancelled. We have asked him to talk on "Students in a World Revolu¬ 
tion", However, there is a very real possibility of cancellation always on 
such plane arrangements, and because you are you who would understand what Bruce 
and I wanted to say in advance that if Dr. Kotschnig does not arrive we would 
be needing you desparately to start us offin our thinking about the world as it 
is and what it indicates for the present and the future. We'll let you know

Dear Kirby; 

I discovered* after mailing my letter and article* that I had failed to enclose 
a copy of the news release concerning the purchase of the Coffeyvllle refinery* 
You will find it with this letter. 

This has been a wonderful year for our association—savings, five-sixths of a 
million dollars; acquisition of the largest sawmill and timber stand owned by 
cooperatives on this continent, I believe; acquisition of another cannery; 
part-interest in the world 1 b largest cooperative refinery and only gasoline 
transportation pipe line; and now, the acquisition of our own largest refinery. 

There is a matter about the title of your forthcoming book that I make bold 
to suggest. The other members of the Educational Department of OCA share my 
interest in things religious and are readers of your writings. The first reac¬ 
tion to the title of your book on the part of one of them was, "But haven't I 
read a book by Kirby Page by that title?” The reaction of the other was, "Isn't 
that the same title as a book written by E. Stanley Jones?” These reactions 
lead me to believe that the choice of some more distinctive title might prevent 
some people passing up the book under the inpression that they have already 
read it. I haven't a title to suggest, but as I look down the table of contents 
it seems to me that the creative pioneer group whose significance you are 
exploring are all pioneers in the art of fellowship, the extension of brotherhood. 

Again I say that I*m looking forward with interest to these readings, particularly 
sections 6 and 7 which have interested me immensely but on which there is so 
little literature outside of the scholarly works known only to the theologically 
initiate.

NORTH KANSAS CITY, NOVEMBER 29 —-Moving to meet a probable shortage of 
motor fuels next spring and summer, the Cooperative Refinery Association, with head¬ 
quarters here, has agreed to purchase the Coffeyville, Kas. p properties of National 
Refining Company, it was announced today by Howard A. Covden, president of the co¬ 
operative. 

Cooperative Refinery Association (CRA) plans to take over January 1 the 
following facilities: 

A gasoline refinery using 13,*>00 barrels of crude oil a day at capacity. 

Its annual output will be approximately 81,000,000 gallons of refined fuels. 

A lubricating oil refinery where bright stocks and neutrals and finished 
oils are made at the rate of 10,000,000 gallons a year. It will be the world ! s first 
cooperatively owned plant of its kind. A furfural plant, which will further improve 
the quality of "lube" oils produced, is under construction now and will cost when 
completed approximately $ 165 , 000 , 

Defense Plant Corporation, an agency of the federal government, is con¬ 
structing an aviation gasoline refinery adjacent to the Coffeyville plant, which CRA 
expects to operate. It will be in operation about February 1, 1944. CRA will expect 
to purchase the aviation gasoline refinery after the war and will be in position, if 
the purchase is made, to supply in-part the demand for high octane fuel which likely 
will grow out of the war. 

Included in the purchase also are 269 oil wells and 7&S miles of gathering 
and trunk pipe lines which connect these wells, and the wells of other crude oil 
producers, to the refinery. In addition there are 104,408 acres of undeveloped leases 
in Illinois, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas and New Mexico. One well is drilling in Illinois 
now, and it is probable that a further drilling program will be undertaken shortly. 

These facilities, plus a number of motor transports and substantial inven¬ 
tory will bring the total purchase price to more than $4,000,000. 









Located on the Great Lakes Pipe Line, which runs from Cushing, Okla., 
through Kansas City to Des Moines, Omaha, the Twin Cities and Chicago, the Coffeyville 
refinery will he in position to serve Missouri and Iowa advantageously on a direct 
basis. By exchanging refined fuels with other refiners, which has increased since 
Pearl Harbor in an effort to save transportation, the Coffeyville plant will provide 
refined fuels for cooperative members in many other areas. 

The Cooperative Refinery Association now owns a 1,500-barrel refinery at 
Scottsbluff, Nebr., a 3,400-barrel refinery at Phillipsburg, Kas., and an interest in 
the 17,500-barrel refinery at McPherson, Kas., which was purchased in July, this year, 
by five regional cooperative wholesales. CRA is the refining subsidiary, of Consumers 
Cooperative Association, North Kansas City, Mo., a cooperative wholesale which provides 
749 member associations in Kansas, Oklahoma, Colorado, Utah, Wyoming, North and South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa and Missouri with farm and home supplies. Addition of the 
Coffeyville facilities makes CRA one of the largest, if not the largest, independent 
refiner in the United States. 

"Several reasons prompted us to purchase the Coffeyville property, 11 said 
President Cowden, "We want to protect our member associations against a motor fuels 
drouth as serious as the one last summer. We have found from experience that the most 
satisfactory and secure source of supply is from our own productive units. Additional! 
the purchase will enable Consumers Cooperative Association, which is serving the war 
effort in many ways, to make a further contribution toward winning the war. Moreover, 
the aviation plant, if we can agree on a purchase price with the federal government, 
will put us in position to meet the demand for higher octane fuels that will come as 
the result of this war and changed and changing engine designs. 

"It is apparent nov; that the shortage of motor fuels will be more acute in 
1944 than it has been this year. Military demand this year is taking roughly one- 
third of the daily production of gasoline. Next year that demand may take 6($ of 







the total output, leaving only 4o$ of the supply for all civilian purposes. In 
addition, the acreage to agricultural products is "being increased, which will increase 
agricultural demand abover'normal. Supplying farmers with enough refined fuels to en¬ 
able them to meet their food for freedom goals is a real challenge to the petroleum 
industry." 

National Refining Company was organised late in the nineteenth century by 
J. I. Lamprecht of Cleveland who started his business career as a bank clerk, with 
petroleum as an avocation. When the making of kerosene began to take all his time, 
he used to carry on refining operations at night and serve as his own salesman during 
the day. His first business associate was Frank B. Fretter who continued with National 
until the latter's death. The Coffeyville refinery was started in 1904 and was 
gradually developed until it became one of the leading independents in refining.

I have taken off some of the obvious 
simbles of this Without destroying the force (I hope). If you have any 
suggestion please let me know. I may have presumed on your good friend¬ 
ship in making some changes but I did this to emphasize your chapter 
as the background for the rest of our writing.

My dear Rev. Kirby Page:- 

I have been wanting to write this letter for 30me time. I want to get 
my record with you cleared. Back in 1939 I sent to you for a large number 
of oopies of your HOW TO KEEP AMERICA OUT OP WAR for sale at our church. 

(I believe there were several hundred if I remember correctly.) You very 
kindly responded with the number. 

We attempted to sell them. But due to pressure from groups like the 
D.A.R. and the American Legion,the "propaganda of that Communist-Slacker" 
(as they affectionately refered to you) was destroyed. I was able to 
get back almost none of the copies I had given to various persons to 
sell. Later that year pressure from the same two "patriotic", groups 
caused a breakup of efforts to organize a Methodist Youth Fellowship. 

So I was absolutely unable to get any of the monejr back from the booklets. 

This is the explanation* You have never written about them, for which I 
thank you deeply. If it is at all possible I shall attempt to save what¬ 
ever amount it was (if you will let me know) and clear this record. 

You might be interested in knowing some of the several things that have 
happened to me in the past several years. Haturally I registered with 
my church as a conscientious objector. The pressure against me and my 
mother and father was terrific. Actual threats against my life were made 
last year. But eventually I was sent to a Civilian Public Servuce Camp. 
After three months of useless work, I felt called upon to volunteer for 
I-AO worfc in the Army. I was tossed all around the Medical Corps, the 
Chaplains Corps etc. and regularly was offered bribes in the form of 
advancement in rank if I woftld sign a waiver. 

Finally it was too much of a strain and I suffered a complete nervous 
and mental callapse. I was in the hospital for three months and finally 
they gave me a discharge (other than Honorable, although not dis¬ 
honorable) "for the convenience of the government." I am now home and 
am registering in Garrett Theological Seminary, in the Fall. I don't 
imagine that the number of Pacifist men in the Ministry is too great 
that there can't be used another, do you ? 

I shall await your reply with interest. Please give my cordial greetings 
to your family ?nd keep an ample supply £or yourself. Thanks again and

Dear Kirby; 

' Since my last brief visit with you I have regretted that I did 
not take the chance to ask you more about Bill Shockey. I have recently 
had several long talks with him and find him religiously and emotionally 
very much disturbed. He and his wife seem to have become the worshipping 
disciples of an Iliff professor, one Bernhard by name, whose theology 
seems to involve an astounding restriction of the sphere of religious 
functioning, and to sferge closely upon scientific humanism. I do not be¬ 
lieve that Bill has yet succeeded in adjusting his earlier faith to this 
more limited perspective. 

Likewise, he and his wife and baby have been sick and for the 
last two weeks he has stayed home to take care of Martha while his wife 
has continued her work in an insurance office. He does not seem clearly 
to envisage his own future and says quite frankly that had it not been 
for the war and Selective Service, he would have continued in the insur¬ 
ance business. He feels himself out of sympathy with the group and dis¬ 
satisfied with much of the material we are presenting. He is a fine 
fellow and I am sincerely sorry to lose him, but have felt that under the 
circumstances he would probably be wise to resign. 

I write you because I know your very real interest in him and how 
much you have helped him to finance his plan. Nothing has been definitely 
settled as yet, and I should be happy indeed to have your comment and 
advice. You will, of course, consider this letter confidential so far as 
the Shockeys themselves are concerned. *—

WORDS of GREETING of YOUR MINISTER„ 

Dear loyal friends of The State Street Christian Church, 
it has been my special privilege to be called as a 
Chaplain in the United States Navy. 

It was very sudden for which I regret. I would 
have preferred to have been present another Sunday 
or to X be here for the Yule tide Season with my wife 
and many friends.

Dear Friends: 


This past year has been an exceedingly interesting year for me. After more than 
twenty years of sticking at the same job in Japan, the variety of work with the 
Service Committee is a delightful change* 


I spent Christmas at the relocation center at Poston, Arizona and somehow out 
under the desert stars the Christmas carols seemed to have fresh meaning. I 
think we all felt nearer the shepherds than we ever had before. 


New Year's Eve I spent with Raymond an<j Gracia Booth at Manzanar and New Year's 
Day we drove over 100 miles of lonely hoad to Death Valley where a group of Jap¬ 
anese had been takeh for protection after the disturbance at Manzanar. It took 
two more visits to Manzanar and Death Valley before plans for the hostel in Chi¬ 
cago and the relocation of these friends were fully developed; but it was a great 
joy in March, on my way home to Yearly Meeting in Philadelphia, to be able to 
visit these families in their newly established apartments in Chicago. 


It means so much to Japanese-Americans to be re-established again in the normal 
stream of American life. We wish that the large number still remaining in the 
relocation centers could more rapidly join their friends who have successfully 
made the adjustment. But those who are left are many of them families with half- 
grown children — rather expensive families who feel that with the high cost of 
living it will be very difficult to start again. Then there are others who still 
own property in California and believe that in spite of all the adverse publicity 
in West Coast papers the day will come when they can return to their lovely homes 
among the orange groves. 

As we are very short-handed in the Pasadena office of the Service Committee I have 
had to help with some of the work which has been done with European refugees. We 
had a thrilling experience at our camp in the Sierras this summer. The parents 
of the refugee children asked that more American children go, and this year we had 
a real cross-section of the minorities: Negro, Mexican, American Jewish, and 
Quaker children,making up half the number, with the other forty children recent 
arrivals from five European countries. 


Immediately following the Children's Camp I was asked to help out at the Poston 
relocation center during the busy days of segregation. I value the experience I 
gained from working with WRA and was able to share more fully in the experience 
of the life on such projects. One is certainly cut off from the rest of the 
world, and the intense heat of the desert in August does tend to deprive one of 
all normal ambition. 

On my return to Pasadena about the 20th of October the Service Committee had the 
opportunity of cooperating with other groups in rendering service to more than 
700 Polish refugees who landed in San Pedro and stayed at Santa Anita for nearly 
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a week. The sad eyes of the little children and the strangely old expression 
brought very vividly to us the hardships through which they pass* From our 
security it is difficult for us to imagine what it would be like to wander on 
foot for four years in wartorn countries. It was humbling to see.what joy 
came into the faces of these refugees as a result of even clumsy gestures of 
friendship. 


I have thought often of the Christmas card put- out by the F.O.R. -- a drawing 
by a refugee showing the flight to Egypt, with the inscription, T ey, oo, 
were refugees." 


As we face the Christmas season I know we all long to be able in some-way to 
share the joy and security which has come to us with the millions in the world 
who are facing such tragic hardships.
